Why We Demonstrate in Civic Center 
November 4th 


Despite all the legal rights “guaranteed” by laws that police 
ure supposed to uphold so strongly, the Communist Party, in 
seeking to rent halls for big election meetings in San Francisco, 
finds that managers of every hall of any size have already been 
frightened into re efusing. 

This intimidation is clearly aimed at preventing the Com- 
munist Party from ercising its rights as a legal political 
party in California.

From September 1, 1933, to August 31, oe the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of Labor reports it col- 
lected $133,615.31 in per capita tax for aid to ie striking local 
ind federal trade unions.

Out of this . $1,000 went to a lawyer for giving advice 
to the A. F ae ce -al during the Toledo strike. The other 
$84 was given to the Shingle Weavers in Vancouver, B. C. 
These expenditures cover one of the greatest strike periods in 
American labor history, with over one million workers striking.
